School. 








Belleville’s new Collegiate Inutl- 
tute and Vocational School was the 
subject of discussion before the Ro- 
tary Club today.

Inforeed concrete, brick and stone, 
and Architect Thomson stated that 
it was the Intention as far as, pos- 
sible to make St’ an All-Canadlan 
building using Canadian material ex- 
clusively. 

An interesting feature” of the 
building will be the auditorium with 
large stage and capacity of one thou- 
sand people; this and the two gym- 
nasiums, for boya ans girls, is made 
possible by the utilization of space 
which otherwiso would be an open 
court. : 

‘In answer: td a question Arthur 
McGie, of the Board of Education, 
atated that the decision to place the 
building facing John Street, was ar- 
rived at on account of the fact thar 
it is desired to have as large a 
campus as possible and if the build- 
ing faced Church street the campus 
would necessarily be cut up by en- 
trance walks. In addition by plac- 
ing the new bullding facing John St. 
the old structure can be left in po- 
sition until the new one {fs ready 
for use. 

There are at present over five 
hundred pupils in attendance at the 
Belleville High School and it is ex- 
pected that at least six hundred will 
answer the roll calf whon schoo! {fs 
resumed in the. fall.

Polsoning of Cattle by Sweet Clover 
Hay. } 


All sweet clover hay does not have 
polsonous ‘properties, as many farm- 
ars have fed it to.stock for years 
without loss. The question naturally 
arises, Why In some sweet clover hay 
responsible for the disease? Ther@ 
in much evidence that certain moulds 
that may grow on or within the 
aweet clover stalk are responsible for 
the formation of this polsonous prin- 
ciple, which apparently delays tpe 
clotting time of the blood, destroys 
red blood cells, injures the vital tis-. 
sues of the body to auch an extent 
that hemorrhages result.” 

Feeding Experiments, 

Feeding trials with sweet clover 
hay that was credited with poisonous 
properties have been conducted to 
determine the course of the disease. 
These trials indicate that a period of 
31 days Is the usual time that Inpses 
between the commencement of feed- 
ing and the death of the animal. The 
animals remain apparently normal, 
showing no symptoms whatever until 
about the 28th day after commence- 
ment of feeding. Once symptoms are 
shown the course is rapid and the 
victim usually passes out in from one 
to three days. 

Symptoms. 

Animal_becomes stiff and later very 
lame. if urged to move. Large swell- 
ings may develop edematous in char- 
acter on any part of the body. Blood 
frequently passed In discharges from 
the body. No appetite—visible mu- 
cous membranes pale. Blood does 
not clot, and dimficulty experienced in 
arresting hemorrhage ff small vessel 
is severed. Temperature remains 
about normal. 

Post Mortem. 

Generally shows extensive hemor 
rhages in the subcutaneous tissue— 
thorasic and abdominal cavitles. 
Blood fs pale in color and does not 
clot readily. Mijscles dark colored 
and Infiltrated with blood. _Hemor- 
rhages are invariably present on the 
epicardium and pleurm in all cases. 
Prevention. 


Do not use mouldy sweet clover 
hay. If symptoms appear following 
the consumption of mouldy sweet 
clover hay, then change feed at once 
and keep cattle quiet, and call the 
veterinarian to‘administer the blood 
serum treatment. Use only the fine 
green growth of aweet clover for hay 
and handle {t in such a way, that 
moulds cannot develop. Keep it dry 
—moulds must have moisture for 
growth.—L, Stevenson, Dept. of Ex- 
tension, O. A. College.

ELVE years ago the world was aflame, slu- 
pefied by the shock of war: which many 
thought not possible on such a gigantic scale. 
_ And for over four years the struggle was car- 
‘ pied on and when it ended followed the years 
of recovery. % 
The war changed the world. And in the 
changing of the world there is danger that Tes- 
sons of that conflict may be forgotten. There 
should. be no forgetting of the idealism with 
whiclo>men and women threw themselves into 
the fray.. Whether the war ends war or not, 
there may be doubt, but there is no doubt of 
the incease in benefit to humanily through the 
spirit in which the world assumed the task of 
hurling itself against death-dealing instru- 
ments. :: Only idealism could have maintainegl 
the fray. so:long until what looked like peace 
was attained. Canada came out of that affair 
of death a nation within the Empire. That 
was.one of the results, but what brought that 
result must not be forgolten.. For thinking 
on that event may prevent future holocausts. 
Over all the lessons of war surely must shine 
the jdealism of those who made themselves, 
earth and_poured out ‘‘the rich red wine of 
>\ youth” as a soldier poet merlyr sang. It fs 

awful to think of the blood that was shed, being 
forgotten, and of the ideals which nerved their 
hands falling into disuse and decay. Loyally 
te the dead means loyalty to Canada and the 
Empire and ‘to, the whole world.

War..we-cannot-conceive, probably less treas- 
ured for men would-not have been called upon 
for unselfish devotion as they were in the per- 
jod 1914-18.
